supply of hired farm labor, at cur­ 
rent rate of wages, as compared to 
that of a normal supply is IOO per 
cent. 
The present demand for hired 
labor, at the current rate of wages 
as compared to normal needs is 80 
per cent. 
These figures tend to show 
that the supply approximates the pre­ 
war supply of such labor while the de­ 
mand lags far behind. 
The present 
tendency is to hire only what farm 
labor it is absolutely imperative to 
hire or to limit farm operations en 
. tirely to what can be done with the 
m available labor of the farmer and hi* 
family. 
As some have expressed it, 
the farm er is lethe to burden him­ 
self further and pay for farm labor 
with borrowed money considering the 
future prospect which he faces under 
present conditions. 
These figures in­ 
dicate that the ratio of supply to 
demand is 1.25 to I, or, in 
other 
words, a 25 per cent surplus supply.
